NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION 

EXPORT  CERTIFICATE  FOR  ALGERIA 

A  special  form  of  certificate  is  required  by  the  Government  of  Algeria  for 
products  exported  to  that  country.  Accordingly  blank  certificates,  M.  I.  Form 
169,  Sanitary  Certificate,  will  be  furnished  temporarily  mimeographed  in  both 
English  and  French.  In  issuing  this  certificate  it  shall  be  fully  executed  and 
signed  on  both  sides  of  the  sheet. 

Hereafter  M.  I.  Form  169  shall  be  issued  for  each  consignment  of  meat  or  meat 
food  product  destined  to  Algeria.  In  addition  the  regular  white  meat-inspection 
certificate  shall  also  be  issued. 

Hereafter  M.  I.  Form  169  shall  be  issued  in  duplicate  for  each  consignment  of 
animal  casings  destined  to  Algeria.  Such  casings  must  be  derived  only  from 
animals  which  have  been  United  States  inspected  and  passed.  When  necessary, 
inspectors  will  require  affidavits  from  exporters  covering  the  origin  of  animal 
casings.  The  duplicate  copy  of  the  certificate  issued  for  animal  casings  should 
be  forwarded  to  the  Washington  office. 

ANIMAL  CASINGS  OF  FOREIGN  ORIGIN 

Certificates  required  by  B.  A.  I.  Order  305  and  instructions  issued  thereunder, 
which  bear  the  official  titles  of  the  high  officials  of  the  respective  foreign  countries 
as  specified  below,  will  be  acceptable  with  animal  casings  offered  for  importation 
into  the  United  States. 

The  certificates  must  also  bear  the  signature  of  the  high  official  of  the  national 
government  having  jurisdiction  over  the  health  of  animals  in  the  foreign  country 
in  which  the  casings  originated,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  high  officials  are 
changed  from  time  to  time  it  is  impracticable  to  publish  their  names.

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PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  No.  262 — in  re  C.  H.  Rorick,  dealer,  Union  Stock  Yards,  Chicago, 
111.  Notice  and  inquiry  issued  December  7,  1927,  alleging  that  respondent  had 
failed  to  give  a  reasonable  bond  to  secure  the  performance  of  his  obligations 
incurred  as  such  dealer,  and  had  failed  to  file  with  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry, 
at  Washington,  D.  C,  a  fully  executed  duplicate  of  said  bond.  At  the  time  of 
issuance  of  the  inquiry  and  notice,  respondent  was  engaged  in  buying  livestock, 
but  shortly  thereafter  he  discontinued,  and  further  proceedings  were  held  in 
abeyance.  Recently  he  resumed  business  as  a  dealer,  and  submitted  a  good 
and  sufficient  bond.  Accordingly,  proceedings  were  dismissed  without  prejudice 
on  September  15,  1928,  by  the  acting  Secretary. 


CALENDARS  FOR  1929 

Officers  in  charge  and  individuals  reporting  direct  to  Washington  will  please 
indicate  in  their  stores  requisitions  for  December  1  orders  for  the  wall  calendars 
they  will  require  for  the  year  1929.  One  wall  calendar  should  be  sufficient  for 
each  room  occupied  as  office  or  laboratory,  and  orders  should  be  for  a  minimum 
number. 

The  bureau  has  discontinued  the  purchase  of  desk-calendar  pads  and  stands 
for  field  stations.  However,  stations  now  equipped  with  such  stands  may  pro- 
cure pads  for  the  same  for  1929  by  ordering  on  their  stores  requisitions  for 
December  1  the  number  required,  indicating  the  make  of  the  stand  for  which 
intended — that  is,  whether  Gem,  Handy,  Daily,  etc.  These  calendars  and  pads 
may  not  be  forwarded  with  the  other  supplies  ordered  on  such  requisitions,  but 
an  effort  will  be  made  to  get  them  to  the  stations  before  the  first  of  the  new 
year.
